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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-46, 57-59, 65, and 66, drawn to a luminescence assay, 
classified in class 435, subclass 7.1 , for example. 

II. Claims 47-55, drawn to method of detecting luminescence , classified in 
class 436, subclass 172, for example. 

III. Claim 56, drawn to an apparatus for detecting luminescence, classified in 
class 422, subclass 52, for example. 

IV. Claim 60, drawn to a composition, classified in class 436, subclass 52, 
for example. 

V. Claims 61-64 and 67, drawn to a microarray analytical apparatus, 
classified in class 422, subclass 68.1 , for example. 



The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are independent and distinct. Inventions are unrelated if it can 
be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01 ). In the instant case, the different inventions have different modes of operation 
different functions, and different effects in that in Invention I, analyte concentration is 
determined by luminescence assay wherein analyte causes a change in the excitation 
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condition of donor and acceptor species, and in Invention II, frequency at which 
luminescence measurements are made is a function of frequency of the excitation 
process. 

Inventions I and III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case, the apparatus can be used measuring for analyzing 
background signal. 

Inventions I and IV are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in, a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the composition 
can be used in protein binding kinetic studies. 

Inventions I and V are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case, the apparatus can be used measuring for analyzing 
background signal. 
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Inventions II and III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case, the apparatus can be used in measuring protein binding kinetic 
studies. 

Inventions II and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case, the different inventions have different modes of operation different 
functions, and different effects in that Invention II is a method of detecting 
luminescence wherein frequency at which luminescence measurements are made is a 
function of frequency of the excitation process, and Invention IV is a composition having 
a donor species, a first binding agent, and a second binding labeled with an acceptor 
species. 

Inventions II and V are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case, the apparatus can be used in simultaneous binding kinetic 
studies for multiple proteins. 
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Inventions III and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case, the different inventions have different modes of operation different 
functions, and different effects in that Invention III is an apparatus wherein frequency at 
which luminescence measurements are made is a function of frequency of the 
excitation process and Invention IV is a composition having a donor species, a first 
binding agent, and a second binding labeled with an acceptor species. 

Inventions III and V are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the subcombination requires a 
microarray substrate incorporated into the device. The subcombination has separate 
utility such as use in multiplexed simultaneous binding kinetic studies for a plurality of 
proteins. 

Inventions IV and V are independent and distinct. Inventions are unrelated if it 
can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have 
different modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, 
MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case, the different inventions have different modes of 
operation different functions, and different effects in that Invention IV is a composition 
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having a donor species, a first binding agent, and a second binding labeled with an 
acceptor species , and Invention V is a microarray analytical device having a plurality of 
spatially distinct microscopic regions comprising binding ligands. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. Furthermore, because the search 
required for each of Group I, II, III, IV, and V is not required for each of the other 
Groups, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. Literature search 
for each method, apparatus, and product is distinct since the structural requirements of 
each invention are different. While searches would be expected to overlap, there is no 
reason to expect the searches to be coextensive.
